A WEAK 
CONUKESS. 


The Salt Lako Heiald truly says: 
The close of a session of Congress ex- 


tending over a period of more than 
eight months, and the net results of the 
session's deliberations, will again re- 
mind the American people that they 
maintain the most expensive legislative 
body iu the woikl, and thut the laws, 
poor in quality us m»ny of them are, 
cost more per word than tbe statutes of 
any other civilized nation on the globe. 
It is astonishing if not astounding, that 
over 401 men, to say nothing of the 
othur hundreds of clerks, secretaries and 
other employees, can put in so many 
mouths, and be active all the time, and 
accomplish so little. It looks as if tho 
aim warn to bamboozzle the people; to 
make n display of doing much while 
really doing little or nothing. 
The 


show is made in the 13,202 measures 
that were presented. This is an average 
of 33 to each Senator and Representa- 
tive. The members Bend home thrse 
13,202 bills and resolutions covering all 
subjects and imxke their constituents 
think they aie alive to the needs of the 
country, und aro working themselves to 
il»alh HI thn interest of their employers. 
Tho work performed is Been in the 987 
meHbures which have become law. Out 
of 
every tlmteeu 
bills introduced, 


twelve were thrown in for show and one 
for sprvioe; of fifty bills passed, only 
one m gBuer.il in its provisions, the 
forty-nine being purely private 
nnd 


personal in their operation. There are 
really not thirty bills among those en- 
acted duriug the eight mouths' session 
in which the general public is in tbe 
least interested. 
If tbe country could 


be made to fully uudeistaud how Con- 
gress fritters away the time, how little 
it really does and bow ranch noise and 
fuss it makes over doing that little, tha 
sentiment iu favor of reducing the num- 
ber of Representatives to a working 
body and limiting the sessions to brief 
periods would be much more pronounced 
than it is. The membership is too 
large, tho mles ure so numerous and in- 
tricate that it is an easy matter for one 
who understands them to delay anil 
even pievfeut legislation; but the prent 
ovil hen in the fuct that men go to Con- 
gress to air their politics and work for 
re-election rather than to perform the 
duties for which they were appointed. 


One would think that the members 


who separated on Thursday would be 
ashamed to go houi(3 and show them- 
selves to their constituents. Not halt a 
dozen Senators and Representatives 
hiiv€< done their whole duty to the men 
who soot them there, and to the coua- 
try. Those who had HIP ability to do, 
were ufiaid to act, le.st their political 
prospect might be injured, and the 
mtmy were content to Hike mutters eat.y, 
troubling themselves about uothjug be- 
yond letting their constituents know 
that bills had been propeily introduced, 
and the sends from tho Agiionlturul 
Bureau fairly distributed. 


This has been tbe weakest Congress 


of many years, mid its veal work is of 
the least importance. It wouldn't take 
many such msultless sessions to cull 
forth a howl that would revolutionize 
matters in tho legislative branch of the 
government.

may be of somu interest to our readers, 
and food for ) enaction to thu thought- 
ful: 


The details given in a recent Wash- 


ington lett»r make it h-ird to believe 
that the people iu this country are iu 
very desperate straits, when they con- 
sume in a single year 10.83 gallons of 
beer for every man, woman and child, 
and 1-19 gallons of spirits, besides 59,2 
cigars for every inhabitant, 2.1 oigur- 
ettos, and 3 22 pounds smoking and 
chewing tobacco. 
It is true that the 


condition of a large part of the popula- 
tion is not indicated fay these figures, 
for much more than half of tbe inhabi- 
tants do not use liquor or tobacco to any 
appreciable extenc. The little; ones arc 
not us a rule consume) s, siud a consider- 
able proportion of the adults spend no 
inondy in this way. But if a third of 
tb« inhabitants, let us suy 20,000,000 
persons, consume till tbe tobacco, spirits 
and beer, it is at ull events certain thai 
they cannot be starving because of ina- 
bility to buy food. For the cost of the 
drink and the smoke would average 
about $57 yearly for each, of the 20,- 
000,000 and that sum would buy bread 
and meat enough to keep them all from 
emaciation. No soldier ever yet wug 
found who could consume au entire 
army ration, year in and year out, but 
that costs only $58 yearly. Tho 20,- 
000,000 who smoke and drink appear 
to consume one entire army ration in 
that way, at all events, whether they 
earn two or three times as much or not. 


A little squib from a State exchange, 


which inadvertently crept into yester- 
day's issue, might create theimpression 
tbut Mr. Adnnis was the Independent's 
first choice for Governor, which ia not 
true. While it will have no hesitation 
iu supporting that gentleman should ho 
receive the nomination, it's choice is 
Mr. Theodore Winters.—Elko Inde- 
pendent.

The scenery on every hand in enobnnt- 
ing. The view from Tahoe City has no 
equal. On the right, at a distance of 
twelve, or fifteen miles, ara the Rubicon 
mountains, nine thousand two hundred 
and eighty feet above the level of the 
sea, Mt. Tallae, nine thousand seven 
hundred nnd fifteen feet, Mt. Bnlton, 
nine thousand one hundred and forty 
feet, the Pyramid peak, ten thousand 
and fifty feet, and oil the left Monument 
mountain, nenrly as high; arid then the 
Sand mountains, rising above the lake 
nearly two thousand five hundred feet. 
Upon the Nevnda shore is the Tabee 
range, the highest object oil the right 
being Job's peak, tun thousand and 
thirty-ssvsn feet high. Upon the left is 
seen Genoa peak, nine thousand one 
hundred and thirty-five feet high. A 
correspondent, speaking of the sunsets 
at TnhoP, romaiks that "no painter 
would aver dare to put upon canvass the 
va*ied colors of Tnhoe's wateis in a 
summer sunset.
